While the federal government way cut Amtrak's systes almost in half, little 
attention has been given to capital starvation at Aatrak--a problem that has given 
its managesent ulcers and restrained its ability to keep increasing passenger use 
of trains. 

The government for several years has not granted enough funds to meet Amtrak's 
capital needs, and the company could not place orders for new passenger cars in 
sufficient numbers. Amtrak's earning power is terribly below that of other nati- 
onal railroads because it has such a pathetically small number of cars, many of 
which are 30 years old and were worn out when Amtrak obtained thew froa private 
rafiroads nearly eight years ago. The old cars have been patched and overhauled 
by Amtrak time and again. Oespite heroic efforts, they are certain to fail again. 
It is an absurd cycle, one which was partially responsible for nearly killing rail 
passenger service before Amtrak's creation. 

About 2006 cars are used by Amtrak to servce alaost 23,000 wiles of routes. By 
comparison, the Japanese systee has two cars for every mile (26,000 cars for 13,000 
niles), Sfailar examples for England, Germany and South Africa, Amtrak should 
have it so good! 

Should Amtrak stay about its present size, it has an iamediate need, even with- 
out an energy crisis diverting sore people to trains, for approximately 450 new 
passenger cars fer trains linking Hew York with Florida, Montreal, Chicago, Pitts- 
burgh, St. Louis, Atlanta and New Orleans. An order for 1000 cars, costing about 
$680 aillion, would allow Amtrak to increase frequency on many routes from one to 
two trains, give passengers better trips, ard increase revenue in greater propor- 
tion to cost increases. This vould lower the financial loss per passenger served. 

Aatrak's capital requests have bean seal] coapared to amounts pumped yearly 
into other transport aodas. Last year various levels of government poured $27 
billion into highway construction and saintenance while Amtrak asked for $316 
aillion for iaproveuents--note the difference between billions and millions. 

But Amtrak's capital was cut to $130 million, an amount about equal to the 
cost of building one-third of one mile of New York City's controversial West Side

DEEP CONCERN IS VOICED OVER 
CUTBACK PLAN FOR AMTRAK SYSTEM 


Observers of the Washington scene are extrenely concerned about the outcome 
of the DOT's plan to cut back the Amtrak system by about 43%. Most of this 
concern centers about the relatively small reaction by citizens thus far. It 
has been said that Congressmen are not receiving enough sail from their consti- 
tuents to urge thea to oppose the plan. One Washington observer noted that it 
is essential that letter writers contact their Congressmen by the end of March 
in order to allow enough time for Congress to act by the May 15 deadline. 

RTN has learned that Congressman Harley Staggers’ key committee has been ad- 
vised by its subcommittee studying the DOT plan that the committee should not 
oppose the cutbacks. This development will make it significantly more difficult 
for Congress to act against the cutback plan. Observers advise that citizens 
write to their own Congressman (just a brief note will suffice), urging him to 
oppose the DOT's plan to cut Amtrak, and if possible send a copy of the letter to 
Congressman Harley Staggers. (The address of all Congressmen is: House of Repre- 
sentatives, Washington DC 20515.) Observers advise writing to Congressmen first, 
since opposition to the plan should start in the House, and secondarily writing to 
one's Senators. (The address of all Senators is: U.S. Senate, Washington DC 20510.) 

The National Association of RR Passengers is also suggesting another approach: 
Rail supporters can circulate petitions for voters te sign, the petitions being 
arranged separately by Congressional district, Signers should give full names and 
address. A prominent local citizen should send the petitions to the relevant Con- 
aressman with a cover letter urging a “no vote on the DOT plan.* 

A letter writer in our last issue suggested obtaining the permission of friends 
to write Congressmen for them. (All these above actions are best taken before the 
end of March.) 

The Senate Commerce Committee held hearings on the plan on Mar 5 412. Observe 
ers had mixed reactions about the progress of the hearings. At the Mar 5 hearing, 
Sen. Schmidt of New Hexico reportedly gave DOT Secretary Brock Adams a "good cross- 
examination" while the two Vermont Senators protested the exclusion of the MONTRE- 
ALER. Senators Long and Cannon attended the hearing for the entire day, indicat- 
ing good interest in the matter. At the Mar 12 hearing, Caltrans Director Adriana 
Gianturco testified, as did Arthur Lewis of the American Bus Association, among 
others. 

An Amtrak spokesman estimated that in the first full week of March newspaper 
editorials were running about 4-to-1 in opposition to the DOT cutbacks. However, 
for the full time since the plan appeared Jan 31, editorial opinion has been only 
about 65% in opposition, he estimated--and many of the major influential papers 
such as the New York Times have taken the Administration's side against passenger

In her Mar 12 testimony, Caltrans Director Gianturco made many of the points 
11so given in her earlier letter to the DOT (see page 14). She also noted that 
\mtrak ridership increased 18% in the 1973-4 energy crisis. Gianturco said, 
‘Whether petroleum use is limited by Sunday closing of gas stations, or rationing, 
or sttep, steep prices, the demand for Amtrak service is going to increase. Wa 
chink demand for train service will soar in the face of a new energy crunch."

* AMTRAK PRESIDENT DOES NOT OPPOSE DOT PLAN 


Aatrak President Alan S. Boyd in testimony before the subcommittee on surface 
transportation of the Senate Commerce Conmittee on Mar 5 presented a neutral 
stance toward the impending DOT cutbacks. While he said he was willing to oper- 
ate any system that Congress dictates, he appeared more supportive of the reduced 
system recommended by the DOT. "We've got to have a smaller system if we're going 
to have a system at all," he said. “We're having breakdowns; our maintenance 
costs are out of sight and there's a lot of junk we're hauling around out there." 
(The above quotes did not appear in the official Amtrak press release, but were 
reported in the Washington Post on Mar 6. The press release gave the following 
quotes:) "Amtrak--as a public service--is spread too thin. We cannot do the job 
tha American public expects of us, given the extent of the route structure we now 
have and the resources at our disposal." Boyd agreed that the DOT-recoamended 
network can be operated for $552 willion in fiscal 1980 and would probably produce 
the $325 million in revenue that DOT predicts. "But now comes the tough part," 
Boyd said; "The Congress aust decide whether the recommended route structure and 
the funding level is acceptable." "What system will give better service to the 
existing and potential market for a national rail passenger network?" 

Boyd said that whatever system Amtrak is given to run..."be it the DOT plan or 
something else that approximates that system...we must have the resources to 
implement and operate it well." At this critical juncture in Amtrak's life, Boyd 
said, there is a necessity that "we have a total national commitment to operate a 
national rail passenger system. !f the commitment is hesitant or if we cannot 
provide better service over whatever route system the Congress dictates, | person- 
ally believe it would be better to close Amtrak down.” 

Clearly Boyd left the responsibility for enlarging the system beyond the DOT 
plan to the Aserican citizens, acting thru their Congressmen and Senators. 


> AMTRAK YIELDS TO DOT, RAISES FARES 


Amtrak raised fares on Mar 5 an average of 6% on most of its routes, and 10% 
in the Northeast Corridor. The latest increase follows an agreement with the 
DOT that revenues should cover 44% of expenses by fiscal 1982. The DOT wants 
50% covered by 1985, and said that as of the date of the DOT cutback report, 
fares covered 37% of expenses. (In comparison, former DOT Secretary Coleman 
revealed that airline fares cover only one-third--about 332 of the costs of run- 
ning the aircraft. Critics of the DOT plan are pointing to this inequity, and 
Caltrans Director Gianturco in her ietter to DOT--see page 14--indicated Caltrans 
has some concerns about fare policies which would be covered in a later letter.) 


2 SUPERLINERS MAKE FIRST REVENUE RUNS 


The first Amtrak bi-level "Superliner" coaches went into revenue service on 
Feb 26 with virtually no advance publicity. Two cars, nos. 34013 and 34014 were 
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pulled by FAOPHR engine no. 230 to comprise train 337, the 7:45pm departure from 
Chicago to Milwaukee. Train 337 normally is a Turboliner. There were 63 people 
aboard the train, which offered a limited food service in the lower handicapped 
section of a coach. The same cars had made a test non-revenue roundtrip Feb 21 
on the same route. The train was to return to Chicago the sorning of Feb 27 as 
train 332, the 8:30 departure. Then it was to run regularly as train 335, the 
4:30pm departure from Chicago, and train 330, the 6:55am departure from Milwaukee. 
On Mar 8 the Superliners were placed on the ILLINOIS ZEPHYR, Chicago-Quincy, in- 
stead of the Chicago-Milwaukee run, in order to train BN crews in the operation 
of the new cars. The consist of the first ILLINOIS ZEPHYR, train 347, with Sup- 
erliners on Mar 8 was F4&OPHR engine 245, and coaches 34016, 34013, and 34014.

Pro and con statements on the DOT's plan to cut back

TOM WICKER IN NEW YORK TIMES, FEB 25: "Hr. Adams's meat-ax assault on Amtrak is 
all the more weird because he hiaself said recently that future transportation 
decisions would be studied for their impact on energy usage. Worse, he demanded 
policies of Amtrak that would drive away riders from the poor bleeding stump of a 
system he would permit stil] to operate." 

ROSS CAPON OF NARP, QUOTED IN CONGRESSIONAL QUARTERLY: "Sooner or later, people 
are going to figure out the relationship between the energy crisis and Amtrak. 
This country generally solves crises after we get into thea. When the gas lines 
begin forming, our arguments will take hold." 

SENATOR DAVE DURENBERGER OF MINNESOTA IN LETTER TO BROCK ADAMS: "To discontinue 
one (Chicago-Seattle) line would present the users of such service an unbearable 
hardship ia light of lack of alternative transportation systems and the recently 
enacted price increases of oi] imported from OPEC." 

SENATOR LEAHY OF VERMONT IN CONGRESSIONAL RECORD, FEB 7: "Instead of responding 
to this congressional instruction (to design the optimal system), DOT, in cahoots 
with the Office of Management and Budget, arbitrarily selected a figure, $552 ail- 
lion in operating subsidy, and designed a national rail passenger system within 
that figure. This is not only unresponsive to the congressional request, it 
raises serious political and legal questions as well. 

"Congress, not the Executive, is responsible for creating national policy. 
Elected officials, not anonymous bureaucrats or political appointees, were entrus- 
ted with this task, because we have a direct responsibility to the people of this 
Nation, our constituents. This is a basic, constitutional requirement. It is 
not to be ignored, bypassed, or forgotten. 

"However, this DOT plan represents an Executive power play designed to usurp 
the constitutional delegation and separation of power. Make no mistake, when DOT 
and OMB decided how much they would spend on an Amtrak system, they were declaring 
national policy." 

WASHINGTON STAR EDITORIAL, FEB 4: "The Carter administration plan to cut Am- 
trak's mileage and federal subsidy is drawing predictable protests from the few 
travelers who may be inconvenienced, from a number of congressmen whose districts 
will be affected, from railroad buffs and persons overcome by nostalgia fer the 
"good old days" of railroading. But the administration's plan makes sense." 

NEW YORK STATE DOT PRESS RELEASE, FEB 6: "Existing passenger train service 
throughout New York State would be preserved and improved under a federal plan 
which otherwise calls for substantial cuts in Amtrak's national network." : 
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THE DAILY OKLAHOMAN (OKLAHOMA CITY) EDITORIAL, FEB 2: "Except for a few high- 
density routes, it's highly unlikely that rail passenger service can ever again 
be a viable proposition. And the sooner Congress stops throwing billions of our 
tax dollars down the Amtrak rathole, the better." 

JOHN DELORA, DIRECTOR OF MICHIGAN PASSENGER FOUNDATION, IN TESTIMONY TO U.S. 
SENATE, MAR 12: "Pollsters have shown the public wants more, not less, Amtrak 
service. At the hearings on the preliminary DOT plan, hundreds of people turned 
out and spoke in favor of keeping or expanding Amtrak service. Virtually the 
only voices raised in favor of cutting Amtrak service were employees of bus com- 
panies. For DOT to have so totally ignored the public's comments is a prime 
example of why so many are so disgusted with government. We can no longer afford 
to close our eyes to the energy shortage, nor can we close our ears to the voices 
of the people."

URBAN-SUBURBAN TRANSIT 


BART'S TRANSBAY TUBE remains closed while BART conducts smoke drills with 
volunteers. Safety officials require BART to install a sprinkler system in the 
tube before service can be resumed. The system was highly criticized by its 
own investigators in a report released Mar 6, for its disorganized response to 
the Jan 17 fire aboard a train in the tube. 

VALPARAISO COMMUTER TRAINS were the subject of a short-notice discontinuance 
petition to take effect Mar 4, but the UTU and other supporters filed a protest 
with the ICC that inadequate notice had been given.

engines 6512, 6610; baggage 9651, coach 5569, cafe 764, Dayniter coach 5710, diner 
1367, slpr lounge "Cape Chignecto", slprs "Escuainac" and "Edmunston®. A CH 
freight derailed in the Rockies late on Feb 15, stranding 118 passengers in Ede 
aonton overnight. The CP line in the Rogers Pass area was closed late on Feb 13 
by snowslide damage to a bridge. Both railways suffered blockages of track dur- 
ing the second week of Feb, due to winter problens. 

SASKATCHEWAN RAIL COMMITTEE of Transport 2000 on Feb 7 filed a foraal protest 
withthe CTC, deploring the performance of VIA West transcon trains this winter. 

VIA RAIL CANADA has started the push to get electric heating on its trains. 

SPRING AND SUMMER reservations are not yet being taken by VIA (as of the end 
of Feb) in order to "see how demand develops® before assigning equipment. Rail 
oe call this a stunt to cut ridership on long-distance trains. 
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(4) SUNSET LIMITED. The DOT's original report indicated that daily ser- 
vice would be more cost-effective than tri-weekly service, and that it would 
not propose to have less than daily service in its route restructuring. There 
is not adequate rationale given for the present proposal, which eliminates 
daily service in 9 western states, including Texas, Arizona and New Mexico. 


(5) SAN DIEGANS. The DOT's policy favoring 403(b) provision of local 

service is inconsistent with its proposal to keep 100% of all Northeast Cor- 
ridor Amtrak trains in the basic system. Coastal California merits an 
equivalent amount of per capita service to that of the Northeast Corridor. 
In terms of scheduling, this would mean hourly SAN DIEGAN service, three 
daily trains between L.A. and San Francisco, and five daily trains between 
San Francisco and Sacramento. The position of DOT that $6 billion of track 
improvements should be spent in the Northeast Corridor but that no other 


regions should have capital expenditures on intercity rail routes is irrational. 


OTHER ISSUES: (1) ENERGY. Effectively operated intercity train service 
can be a major source of fuel savings. For example, the San Diego- Los 
Angeles route produces 100 passenger miles per gallon. Auto travel and air 
travel both average less than 20 passenger mpg. If SAN DIEGAN passengers 
had used automobiles instead, 2 million more gallons of oil would have been 
consumed in 1978. Buses save energy too, but few automobile or airline 
travelers would willingly switch to the intercity bus. (2) CAPITAL FUND- 
ING. The DOT report does not adequately address the problem of outmoded 
equipment. The majority of Amtrak's equipment was built more than 25 
years ago, despite some recent purchases. We doubt whether Americans 
would willingly ride DC-3's or 1952 automobiles or buses. To restrict 
Amtrak's capital funding as severely as DOT proposes, limits Amtrak's 
ability to attract passengers. It is unwise to mortgage the future of passen- 
ger train service in order to obtain minor short-term savings.

wk & W& LAST CHANCE TO SAVE AMTRAK ®KK 


t seems that about once a year passenger train supporters are called 

upon to come to the aid of Amtrak--a tiring, repetitive job. This time, 

however, the situation is really grave. At this time things look as if 

the DOT plan to cut our passenger train system by 43% may really be 

allowed to stand. Congress is not yet feeling enough pressure from the 
grass roots to vote against it, and new Amtrak president Boyd has not 
opposed the plan in his testimony before the Senate. Amtrak is said to feel 
that the plan will pass by Congress unopposed except for the possible inclu- 
sion of one or two more trains--the MONTREALER and perhaps the CRES- 
CENT or maybe one train to Texas. 

It is clearly up to the grass roots now to push hard to retain a passenger 
train system the size of our present meager network. It will be necessary 
for train supporters to contact Congressmen (primarily) and Senators (sec- 
ondarily) within the next week or so--before the end of March if at all poss- 
ible--in order to ensure that our wants are made known. 

Washington is run by people who act not on the basis of reason or sensi- 
bility but on the basis of power--and they react to those who have power 
and numbers (whether numbers counted in dollars or in heads). The chain 
of influence in Washington goes from the powerful automobile and oil lobby- 
ists to Jimmy Carter to Brock Adams to Alan Boyd to individual Senators 
and Congressmen. Adams and Boyd have told the Congressmen the same 
story, and now it's up to us, who hold not money but votes, to tell ours. 
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this evening. Onc Southern official mentioned that steam trips would continue 
for at least two years and that the Southern had just leased the Royal Hudson 
steam locomotive, long in Pennsylvania, for use this year, and that it would 
be in Birmingham by Feb 5. 

Two elderly ladies who had boarded for their winter trip to the coast were 
taken by surprise with all of the activity, not realizing just what it was 
about, but loving every minute of it nonetheless, even if their dinner would 
be somewhat late. The diner was still serving after midnight, and the im- 
peccably attired steward--he could have served on an international flight 
that evening and fit right in--and his dining room crew maintained their 
freshness and congenial attitude right up until the last patron departed at 
about one in the morning, just before arriving in Greensboro. 

Washington's Channel 5 filmed the festivities to Greensboro and turned 
there with many others of us and continued their filming at breakfast the 
next morning. Channel 7, Roanoke, shot footage as far as Charlottesville, 
where they detrained to return home to western Virginia. By the time I sat 
down to dinner, at 11:00 pm, the roast and the sirloin stocks had been de- 
pleted, but everything else remained. So I enjoyed a Southern fried chicken 
dinner followed up with Southern (on-board baked) apple pie and cheese. 

Greensboro at 1:15--right on the mark! Thirty of us would be making the 
turn here in this textile and college town. Train 2 would be about 15 min- 
utes or so late so that allowed us about 1 1/2 hours to sit and chat or write 
cards or try to interest the agent in giving up what few Southern timetables 
he had left. Train 1, according to the Feb 2 Washington Post, would arrive 
in Brookwood (Peachtree Station) on time later that morning for a ceremony 
with the South Carolina Canal & Rail Road's "Best Friend of Charleston, " 
which on Christmas Day in 1830 began regular railroad passenger service 
between Charleston SC and Augusta GA and was now on hand to see the last 
of the Southern passenger trains just over 148 years later. This event was 
also commemorated on the souvenir tickets passed out by the Southern con- 
ductor on this final run earlier in the evening.

Train 2 northbound, the last SOUTHERN CRESCENT up from the Confed- 
eracy, arrived in Greensboro about 15 minutes late with a 13-car consist 
and a more subdued crowd--most were now asleep after all the partying. 
The dining car crew was just finishing their cleaning, and the bedroom / 
lounge (2351 "Crescent Harbor") had the only action in town, but it was 
dry--we're in North Carolina at the moment! 

I thought I could get a few minutes of rest, but this would not happen ex- 
cept for about a half hour somewhere around 4:00am--too much going on. 
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I had heard that Graham Claytor, along with steam trip coordinator James 
Bistline, Transportation Vice President H. H. Bradley, and Passenger 
Director Orin Kell, had been enjoying the action in the lounge earlier that 
evening and doing very well with their rendition of "Wreck of Old 97." 
Channel 7, Atlanta, was on board this run and remained until Washington. 

Since the dining car was usually open at 6:00am, I and the Washington TV 
crews were on hand for the first sitting. But since the crew had been so 
ate the evening before, breakfast would be delayed a bit this morning, as 
the kitchen was not yet ready to serve. At 6:30 we were seated and served 
coffee as we awaited the kitchen's okay to eat. At 7:00 the orders were be- 
ing taken, and‘I just could not resist one more ometette and those baked- 
on-board bran muffins such as Louis Price raved about in the Southern ads 
of a short time ago. : 

As the TV crews were filming, some college men and women, about three 
tables full, decided to liven up the morning by serving to all who wished 
some of their B&G Beaujolais, and then toasted the SOUTHERN CRESCENT 
as a train and the men and women who made it work so well. It was a real 
decent way to wrap up our arrival in Washington for the last time. 

Washington arrived about 15 minutes late, and the Southern's three mono- 
grammed E units were cut out 10 minutes later and sent tolvy City. The 
New York section left, and that was it. The Last One. 

Trains 1 and 2 are now trains 19 and 20 in the Amtrak scheme of things. 
Green and white gave way to red, blue and platinum mist. And the first 
edition of the CRESCENT from New Orleans, which left before we arrived 
in Washington, had freshly painted Amtrak E units on the front. No wasting 
any time here. The CRESCENT is daily now, and there is but one Birming- 
ham station--Amtrak's. 

The SOUTHERN CRESCENT was a train of class, style, dignity, and it 
remained so up to and during its final run, both north and south. An era 
has passed, and with it many of the finer touches to living, and the SOUTH- 
ERN CRESCENT was one of them.

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CALTRANS BLASTS THE DOT PLAN 


(Text of a letter Feb 9 from California Transportation Director 
Adriana Gianturco to DOT's Brock Adams, about the DOT plan) 


he plan presented by your department for a major cutback of rail 

service provided by Amtrak ignores many of the fundamental issues 

and problems which Congress asked you to examine. The plan does 

not answer the question of how to improve rail passenger service-- 
it simply wields an axe on those patrons of the Amtrak system deemed poli- 
tically vulnerable. 

The plan is well suited for another era--the era of the 1950's. It makes 
sense in terms of a world in which energy is not a problem, in which taxpay- 
ers are willing to expend billions of dollars to greatly expand highways and 
airports, and in which there is plenty of cheap open land for such expansion. 

It does not make sense for the 1980's. To the degree that the plan cuts 
back the network of passenger train service, it forecloses the possibility 
that intercity public transportation can play a part in reducing petroleum 
waste. Rail routes cannot be easily reclaimed once they are discarded. 
Just as with Conrail, it would take many years and billions of dollars to 
bring tracks back up to passenger train standards if they are allowed to be 
downgraded. 

In the case of another national energy shortage--a likely occurence con- 
sidering current events in Iran--it would not be possible to revive the demo- 
lished stations, deteriorated track, and scrapped trains. A system such as 
is proposed by your department, which leaves unserved the largest cities of 
18 of the 48 continental states, is not a national system and is not capabie 
of serving national needs. 

There are also major questions of regional equity raised by the Restruc- 
turing Report. The already underserved West and South are victims of 
severe cutbacks in service, while the Northeast Corridor retains all its 
service. Under the proposed route structure, Californians would receive 
one-fifth and Texans one-tenth of the per-capita Amtrak expenditures in the 
Northeast. 

We view this as an attempt by the department to destroy the national con- 
stituency for rail service. Programs for transportation improvement can 
only be undertaken feasibly on a national basis, and projects such as the 
Westway or the Northeast Corridor Improvement, which benefit only one 
region, threaten the continuance of such programs. 

Why should Californians pay for a $1.1 billion highway that serves only 
one area in Manhattan? Why should Californians, likewise, pay for the re- 
habilitation of bankrupt Northeastern freight railroads? When Californians 
are told that they will have to pay for hourly Northeastern Amtrak service, 
yet that the Federal government cannot afford the few insufficient, once- 
daily California services that now exist, the point of absurdity is reached. 

The only rationale for the cutbacks which your report gives in a financial 
one. I submit that the alleged savings are minor, and that they do not justify 
the 43% cut in the Amtrak route system. The $166 million savings claimed 
for 1980 amount to less than 1% of the Federal transportation budget. This 
would build about 6/10 of a mile of the Westway or about 4 miles of freeway 
in Southern California. For this, we would lose over 10,000 miles of rail 
service. 

The following are some of our initial comments on specific route and ser- 
vice changes proposed by the report: 

(1) SOUTHWEST LIMITED. Current figures dispute the FRA's contention 
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that this route has been negatively affected by airline deregulation. It cur- 
rently accounts for 4% of Amtrak's total revenues, and ridership is sharply 
up, as of this fall. Combining this train with the S. F. -Denver-Chicago ser- 
vice would cut each train's peak season capacity by one-half. This would 
mean that only 40% of peak-period requests for space would be filled, in- 
stead of the present 80%... The proposed combination of the SOUTHWEST 
with the SF ZEPHYR would put both San Francisco and Los Angeles passen-— 
gers over marginal track between Denver and Kansas City. This track is 
capable of only 60mph top speed. This would add at least 11 1/2 hours to the 
L.A. -Chicago trip time, making the speed 43mph instead of the present 55. 
In order to reach Chicago in time for connections eastward, the SFZ and Los 
Angeles connection would each have to leave in early morning. This would 
mean a break in the L.A. connection between the COAST STARLIGHT and the 
Chicago-bound train. Each service would suffer major ridership losses 
which are not reflected in the DOT's estimates. Over a period of 5 years, 
the meandering route, poor trackage, and overly slow schedule will likely 
dry up most of the remaining ridership of any such train. Over the long run, 
the supposed cost saving will evaporate, as riders cannot be attracted to a 
clearly second-rate service. The SOUTHWEST is currently one of Amtrak's 
fastest and most heavily-used trains. It should not be downgraded into a 
connecting slow route. The fact that DOT previously advocated keeping this 
train further undercuts its credibility in proposing its partial deletion. The 
rerouting of the L.A.-Chicago run via an "Overland" route can only be tol- 
erated if direct service with 55mph end-point to end-point speeds is provided. 
A second train must be provided to carry Denver-Chicago traffic because 
one train does not have adequate capacity to serve so many markets.

(2) SAN JOAQUIN. Insofar as this train was previously included in DOT's 
route proposal, its deletion here appears to constitute a "moving target’’ ap- 
proach. This service has never been given a chance to succeed. It requires 
(1) a marketable schedule, (2) an extension into the 12 million population 
Southern California area, (3) resolution of double-crewing problems which 
unnecessarily raise its operating costs. The issue of whether Amtrak should 
have access to the railroads required to connect important cities was side- 
stepped by the DOT. Instead of addressing the issue that Atlanta, Dallas, 
and Los Angeles are avoided by the routes of the FLORIDIAN, LONE STAR, 
and SAN JOAQUIN, the trains in question were simply deleted. 

(3) COAST STARLIGHT. The proposal for rerouting the STARLIGHT via 
Sacramento, Marysville, and Chico which was contained in the draft report 
is not carried forth in the final. We do not understand why this positive sug- 
gestion was dropped. Ridership of the STARLIGHT would be negatively af- 
fected by elimination of the PACIFIC INTERNATIONAL, NORTH COAST HIA- 
WATHA, and SOUTHWEST LIMITED. DOT revenue and ridership estimates 


_ do not adequately reflect this.

hat's it! The last one! The last privately operated full-service 
train in the country and most likely the world went the way of all too 
many amenities in life on January 31: The SOUTHERN CRESCENT 
ig no more--at least not as most of us will remember it. 

nd just moments before, Ross Capon of NARP and I and many others had 

finished listening to Brock Adams announce the CRESCENT's ultimate dem- 
ise, as he presented his plan to cut back Amtrak. Ross and I were not en- 
route to our Washington connection with the SOUTHERN CRESCENT and 
musing over the Adams conference in Southern coach 819. Ross said that 
the DOT plan would be defeated by Congress, but that to be sure that this 
would happen Congress must hear from the "grass roots'' immediately and 
honestly about retaining, at least, the present Amtrak system. Congress 
must hear loud and clear that their message to Brock (Let-Them-Take-the- 
Bus) Adams is to keep Amtrak and expand it. 

A number of us on this Corridor run were contemplating that upon arrival 
at Washington we would quickly cross the platform to the diner for first sit- 
ting, but in the meanwhile one of our compatriots from Northampton MA, 
Steve Prosiernan, bound for Los Angeles, offered to share with eight of us 
grouped in the lounge (Amtrak car 3632 ''Henry Knox") his supply of smoked 
salmon, two cheeses, Finn Crisp and Courvoisier. The galley was vacant, 
so he and one of the ladies with us set to prepare the hors d'oeuvres that we 
would savor with the cognac while discussing Brock Adams! busing plan on 
the one hand and the state of the SOUTHERN CRESCENT on the other. 
Where can one really enjoy travel like this except on a train? 

As we approached Washington Union Station we caught a glimpse of the 
diner in the yard: it was filled to capacity already, still 59 minutes from 
departure time. That blew the first sitting idea. So, to the lounge ! 

The last SOUTHERN CRESCENT was 14 cars of bustling activity, espec- 
ially in the diner and the bedroom/lounge. One might have thought Deputy 
Prime Minister Teng was on board. Mark Weinberger was--he was going 
to Culpeper, and is the Supervisor of Systems Research for the CRESCENT's 
new parent. On board too was Ron Hollander of Town and Country Magazine 
gathering material for a future article that will include this train (he did 
mention it in the January T&C in an article on Charlotte, North Carolina). 
The New Yorker's Frimbo was conspicuously absent. But Mary Stewart 
Hammond was there. She wrote the fine tribute to the late Southern chef 
Louis Price, in the Dec 26 New York Times, and will finish her manuscript 
next December for her book on the social history of the SOUTHERN CRES- 
CENT ("And Then There Were None"). And one more prominent person 
was busily dashing to and fro shaking hands~-Russell Holmes of the Bronx. 
He was enroute to Atlanta for a luncheon the next day to honor him and seven 
other on-board employees with diamond pins for, according to a Southern 
news release, "making the SOUTHERN CRESCENT's name synonymous 
with quality passenger train service. " Bedroom/lounge "Crescent Moon" 
in today's consist was one of the cars that Russell Holmes used to look 
after--this writer's trip in Jan 1977 in the Master Room of that car was at- 
tended to by this gregarious, pleasant gentleman. He retired not long ago. 

There were Southern officials on board too, altho former presidents

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Mixed Train of Thoughts 


AMTRAK S ANNUAL REPORT for 1978 was issued on Feb 28. The 36-page report 

printed in black and white, is tastefully and elegantly done. In the opening 

resident's Report, Alan Boyd calls again for development of the "centractual® 
arrangement with Congress that DOT doesn't want. Says Boyd, "A sieilar approach 

has been adopted in several other countries with extensive rail passenger services 
--many of which are operated for social as well as economic reasons--and it has 
ee the necessary stability and clarity of national purpose in the continuation 
0 specific services." Boyd also says that "this report marks the end of an era® 
and that given the many possible outcomes of the "initiatives that are underway*

SOUTHERN HANDS OVER THE CRESCENT

hat's it! The last one! The last privately operated full-service 
train in the country and most likely the world went the way of all too 
many amenities in life on January ale) Phe SOUTHERN CRESCENT 
ig no more--at least not as most of us will remember it. 
nd just moments before, Ross Capon of NARP and I and many others had 
finished listening to Brock Adams announce the CRESCENT's ultimate dem- 
ise, as he presented his plan to cut back Amtrak. Ross and I were not en- 
route to our Washington connection with the SOUTHERN CRESCENT and 
musing over the Adams conference in Southern coach 819. Ross said that 
the DOT plan would be defeated by Congress, but that to be sure that this 
would happen Congress must hear from the ''grass roots'' immediately and 
honestly about retaining, at least, the present Amtrak system. Congress 
must hear loud and clear that their message to Brock (Let-Them-Take-the- 
Bus) Adams is to keep Amtrak and expand it. 

A number of us on this Corridor run were contemplating that upon arrival 
at Washington we would quickly cross the platform to the diner for first sit- 
ting, but in the meanwhile one of our compatriots from Northampton MA, 
Steve Prosternan, bound for Los Angeles, offered to share with eight of us 
grouped in the lounge (Amtrak car 3632 ''Henry Knox") his supply of smoked 
salmon, two cheeses, Finn Crisp and Courvoisier. The galley was vacant, 
so he and one of the ladies with us set to prepare the hors d'oeuvres that we 
would savor with the cognac while discussing Brock Adams' busing plan on 
the one hand and the state of the SOUTHERN CRESCENT on the other. 
Where can one really enjoy travel like this except on a train? 

As we approached Washington Union Station we caught a glimpse of the 
diner in the yard: it was filled to capacity already, still 50 minutes from 
departure time. That blew the first sitting idea. So, to the lounge ! 

The last SOUTHERN CRESCENT was 14 cars of bustling activity, espec- 
ially in the diner and the bedroom/lounge. One might have thought Deputy 
Prime Minister Teng was on board. Mark Weinberger was--he was going 
to Culpeper, and is the Supervisor of Systems Research for the CRESCENT's 
new parent. On board too was Ron Hollander of Town and Country Magazine 
gathering material for a future article that will include this train (he did 
mention it in the January T&C in an article on Charlotte, North Carolina).

SOFT ON DOT? Has Amtrak's Gevernment Affairs Department gone from too abrasive 
to too soft? !n its letter to all Congressmen sent the same day as the DOT plan 
release, the department avoided any word about possible negative aspects of the 
plan or any hint of inconvenience to the public. Quote: "PLEASE NOTE: The cost 
reductions represented by the DOT system include savings over and above the sum 
of savings attributable to each route. This is because the total recommended 
system is reduced sufficiently to achieve additional savings by reducing fixed 
costs. {f a specific route were added back into the system, sufficient funds 
would be needed to cover the loss for that route pius a portion of the fixed cost. 
Also, potential capital funds to support that expansion would be required’..... 

MONTH OF FEBRUARY in the Washington-Baltimore area earned the distinction of 
being the coldest on record and with the most precipitation. Snow began in the 
afternoon of Sunday, Feb 18, hitting hardest in the Baltimore-DC area.
